PRESIDENT PROPOSES 70-DAY MINE TRUCE AND FAC T-FIN. DING 


TAFT-HARTLEY ACT 
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— Resumption of Full 
Production Monday Is 
Urged. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP)— 
President Truman called today 
for a 70-day truce in the coal 
mining deadlock while presiden- 
tial fact-firtders investigate. 

He proposed to act outside the 
union-hated Taft-Hartley act, fol- 
lowing the same pattern he used 
in last year's steel strike. 


In messages to the United Mine 
Workers and leading operator 
groups, Truman asked that they 
agree to: 

1. Seventy days of full coal 
production beginning Feb. 6. 

2. An investigation by a presi- 
dential board of three which 
would be under instructions to 
make recommendations within 
60 days for a settlement of the 
mining contract dispute. 

Neither side would be bound 
to accept the board’s recommen- 
dations. 

Asks for Replies by Saturday. 

The President asked for replies 
to his proposal by 5 p.m. Satur- 
day. Feb. 4. 

The White Hause said Tru- 
man’s proposal applied only to 
soft coal production. In past 
years there has usually been no 
great difficulty in agreement on 
a hard coal contract, once a soft 
coal contract was reached. 

Truman stepped into the situa- 
tion as the number of coal miners 
now idle passed the 100,000 mark. 
The other 300,000 soft coal miners 
are working only three days a 
week. 

His proposal came only 24 hours 
before John L. Lewis, head of the 
United Mine Workers, is to re- 
new contract negotiations with 
northern and western mines. 
Their talks are to open here at 
2 p.m, tomorrow. 

At Pittsburgh, Fred Gullick, 
secretary-treasurer of UMW Dis- 
trict Five (Pittsburgh area) said of 
Truman's proposal: 

“I’m happy to hear it. It’s clear 
that this was the President’s only 
alternative. I’m sure the miners 
will carry out the President’s pro- 
posal and return to work Mon- 
day.” 

Truman Gives Reasons. 

In his telegram, Truman dis- 
cussed at some length his reasons 
for stepping into the case. He 
said: 

“The law places the respon- 
sibility for settling manage- 
ment-labor disputes on the par- 
ties, not the Federal Govern- 
ment.

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Tells of Daughter’s Mor- 
bid Fear of Cancer, 
Hysteria When In- 
formed Father Had 
One. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 31 
(UP)—Carol Ann Paight wept 
today when her 51-year-old moth- 
er testified “she could not have 


been of sound mind” when she 
killed “her daddy, whom she 
loved so very, very much.” 

Mrs. Mary Nolan Paight told 
the jury that such an act “was 
against her religious training, 
against the very fibre of her 
being.” She is a Catholic, 

Mrs. Paight took the ° witness 
stand on the fifth day of the 21- 
year-old college senior’s “mercy 
killing” trial to support the con- 
tention that Carol was tempora- 
rily insane when she shot her 
father, Police Sgt: Carl Paight, 
52, on his hospital bed last Sept 
23 shortly after She had iearana 
he was suffering from cancer. 

Carol’s sandy-haired brother, 
Carl Jr., 22, put a sympathetic 
arm around her shoulder as the 
mother told how Carol and her 
6-foot 2-inch father had been 
“practically inseparable” pals. 

Morbid Fear of Cancer. 

Mrs. Paight, under the ques- 
tioning of Defense Attorpey Da- 
vid Goldstein, told how Carol had 
developed a morbid fear of can- 
cer from fhe age of 3 after 
hearing of the “terrible death of 
an aunt and then later watching 
another aunt die of cancer.” 

Many spectators and some of 
the nine woman jurors were 
moist-eyed as Mrs. Paight, dressed 
in severe black, described her 
daughter’s reaction when they 
went together to Stanford Hos- 
pital and were told that “daddy” 
was “riddled with cancer.” 

“I realized she was screaming: 
‘Don’t tell daddy. . . . Don’t tell 
daddy.’ I pushed her down the 
hall. I shook her hard. 

“She ‘was crying and screaming 
and she worked herself into al- 
most a frenzy. I shook her again. 
I told her if daddy could be a 
good soldier, she could be one, 
too. She stopped and sat up. I 
realized she was very wooden. 
a was staring and rigid.” 

“Like Mechanical Doll.” 

- Later, Mrs. Paight said, she 
saw Carol come up the walk of a 
neighbor's house “looking like 
some kind of mechanical doll.” 

“She did not have her coat on,” 
Mrs. Paight said. “I shook her 
and jerked her coat onto her. She 
had a glassy look in her eyes; 
she was rigid, her face white, her 
muscles hard.” 

Mrs. Paight said they went to- 
gether to 
took seats on opposite sides of the 
bed. to watch as he recovered 
from the effects of anesthesia aft- 
er an exploratory operation which 
disclosed Paight had a massive 
cancer which would kill him 
within two months. 

Mrs. Paight said she became 
ill and went outside the room.

Won’t Say Whether He 
Will Invoke King- 
Thompson Act— Ends 
Vacation Monday. 


Gov. Forrest Smith today de- 
clined to say whether he would 
invoke the King-Thompson Act, 
the state’s anti-utility strike law, 
in the threatened strike of 12,000 
Missouri telephone workers, 
which is scheduled for Feb. 8. 

The Governor, who is yacation- 
ing at Point Clear, Ala., said: “I 
don’t care to say anything now. 
I want to be on the ground and 
have full information before I 
make a statement. I expect to 
be in Jefferson City next Mon- 
day.” The Governor’s scheduled 
return to Missouri on Monday 
leaves him but two days in which 
to make a decision beforé the 
strike deadline. 

Gov. Smith also declined com- 
ment when asked if he would con- 
sider that a work stoppage had 
occurred, under King-Thompson, 
if Bell employes refpsed to cross 

a picket line established by their 
affiliated unionists employed by 
Western Electric Co. The Missouri 
telephone workers are part of the 
50,000 force of Southwestern Bell 
in six states. 

Southwestern Bell employes, 
who twice postponed strike dead- 
lines at the request of state au- 
thorities, comprise the largest unit 
of the 100,000 telephone workers 
who will be in position to strike 


a week from tomorrow. The Di- 


vision 20 strike control organiza- 
tion, set up following the break- 
down of wage negotiations be- 
tween the company and the union, 
has been kept intact and is ready 
to function on short notice, union 
leaders said. 

Frank P. Lonergan, vice presi- 
dent of Division 20, announced 
that the division would co-or- 
dinate its efforts with those of 
Western Electric Co. sales and 
installation employes, who also 
are ready for strike action in 
southwestern states. Lonergan 
pointed out that even though the 
Governor, invokes the King- 
Thompson Act, prohibiting strikes 
by utility employes in Missouri, 
against Division 20, the State 
Mediation Board has ruled the 
law does not apply to Western 
Electric employes. 

“Picket lines established by 
Western Electric strikers would 
stop our people from entering 
Southwestern Bell property,”, Lon- 
ergan observed. Western Electric 
employes install new equipment 
in Southwestern Beli plants and 
both companies are part of the

UHING TAKES OVER 


tor’s Top Aids Report 
to Him, Then Confer 
With Union President 
on Arbitration. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (UP)— 
Federal Mediation Director Cyrus 
S. Ching returned to the capital 
today to take over Government 
efforts to avert the nation-wide 
telephone strike set for Feb. 8. 

Ching has been on a month- 
jong tour of Mediation Service 
offices in the West. His top aids, 
William H. Margolis and Peter 
Seitz, briefed him on the phone 
crisis and then met with President 
Joseph A. Beirne of the CIO Com- 

munications Workers of America 
for an hour. 

Arbitration Discussed. 

Beirne said his union would 
agree to “any proposal which 
would resolve this dispute.” He 
told reporters the diseussion had 
centered on arbitration. 

Margolis and Seitz said that 
they had cohcentrated on arbi- 
tration talks because “this is one 
proposal which is available as a 
working basis in all negotiations.” 

Beirne said after the concilia- 
tion meeting that while the union 
formerly sought a nation-wide 
contract, it is pushing this year 
for settlements in its local areas. 

Beirne announced yesterday 
that 100,000 phone workers (includ- 
ing 50,000 employed by South- 
western Bell) who have been 
poised to strike for weeks, will be 
called out eight days hence if 
there is no change in their con- 
tract deadlock with Bell System 
companies. The union expects 
another 200,000 workers to refuse 
to eross their picket lines.

New Mediation Effort. 

Immediately after Beirne’s an- 
nouncement, Margolis ordered 
mediators in the field to try to 
bring the union and companies 
together. In most cases, negotia- 
tions broke down long before the 
strike threat was raised. . 

The Government’s strategy is 
believed to be aimed at arrang- 
ing a settlement between the un- 
ion and a company like Western 
Electric which is close to the par- 
ent American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. Such an agreement 
would be used as a pattern for 
the industry. 

Beirne contends that individual 
companies are powerless to bar- 
gain with the union because A. T.

T. & T. denies this. 

Beirne is openly hopeful of 
more effective action this time 
than in the last big dispute with 
the Bell Telephone System. 

For one thing, the communica- 
tions workers then were a loose- 
ly organized group and a strike 
ran for six weeks, with the com- 
pany keeping the dial telephone 
equipment running with little 
public inconvenience. 

This time,, the union has the 
backing it can claim as a CIO} 
member union. Also Beirne and 
his associates have devised a plan 
for unionists to keep the lines 
jammed with call after call, if 
necessary. It has pledged, how- 
ever, to maintain emergency serv- 
ice for health, fire, police and 
other special needs.

Moscow Assails French- 

‘ Backed Bao Dai Gov- 
ernment as ‘Puppet’ — 
Paris Protests Against 
Soviet Move.

PARIS, Jan. 31 (AP) — The 
French Government tonight pro- 
tested to Russia that Soviet recog- 
nition of the Ho Chi-minh rebels 
in Indochina “gravely impairs the 
relations” between France and 
Russia.

MOSCOW, Jan. 31 (AP)—Rus- 
sia has recognized Ho Chi-minh’s 
anti-French Viet Nam Republic in 
Indochina and has agreed to ex- 
change diplomatic representatives 
with. the Asiatic pro-Communist 
chieftain. 

The announcement today by the 
Soviet news agency Tass at the 
same time described“the French- 
supported rival Viet Nam Govern- 
ment of Bao Dai, former Emperor 
of Annam, as a “puppet govern- 
ment” representing only a “small 
group of reactionaries.” 

The Soviet statement called at- 
tention to the fact that Britain 
and the United States have an- 
nounced they probably will rec- 
ognize the Bao Dai government. 

Formal Soviet recognition of 
Moscow-trained Ho Chi-minh fol- 
lowed Russian recognition of the 
Peiping- Communist government 
in China to the north. Russia also 
has recognized the new United 
States of Indonesia, which recent- 
ly won independence from the 
Dutch. 

(The Soviet announcement came 
only a few hours after a report 
from Washington said Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson had sent 
greetings to Bao Dai, expressing 
the hope of establishing closer 
relations. Diplomatic officials in 
London said yesterday Britain 
will recognize the Bao Dai gov- 
ernment next week end the 
on States probably would fol- 
low suit. 

(Ho Chi-minh’s guerrilla forces 
have been fighting the French in 
Indochina since Dec. 19, 1946, and 
control most of the seacoast. The 
French created the rival Viet Nam 
Government, covering 40 per cent 
of Indochina and most of the 
area’s 20,000,000 population. The 
French have ruled Indochina with 
varying degrees of authority since 
1787.) 

Tass Version of Strength. 

The Tass description of Ho 
Chi-minhs Viet Na Republic 
said it controls 90 per cent of 
the Indochinese population and 
that the areas occupied by the 
French contain only 2,000,000 of 
the country’s population. 

The Soviet attitude toward Ho 
Chi-minh has been made clear in 
frequent articles in the Soviet 
press, which has predicted unani- 
mously that his forces will free 
the country of French troops. 

Other reports have described 
the French forces as having the 
closest co-operation with the Kuo- 
mintang (Nationalist) armies of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek as 
they fled to Viet Nam from neigh- 
boring Chin 

The announcement of the rec- 
ognition came just after a delega- 
tion from Sinkiang, China’s west- 
emmost province bordering on 
the Soviet Union, arrived in Mos- 
cow to take part in Soviet-Chinese 
negotiations for an alliance.

MAN, 87, GETS LIFE;

COLUMBUS, Miss.; Jan. 31 
(AP)—An 87-year-old man was 
sentenced. to life in the penitenti-

Circuit Judge John Greene said 
under the law he could do “no 
more nor less.”

Moore, 59, was killed last Nov. 
23. The gunplay arose, from an 
argument over destruction of a 
fence separating Moore’s proper- 
ty from that occupied by Shanp.

EAST SIDE SCHOOLS 
TO RENT BOOKS TO 


PUPILS AT SAVING 


The strain on the pocketbooks 
of parents of East St. Louis pub- 
lic school students has en 
eased with the inauguration of a 
textbook rental system that, col- 
lectively, will save them thou- 
sands of dollars a year. 

With the start of the new term 
yesterday students began renting 
textboe&s at a charge of one-sixth 
of the value of the book for each 
term instead of buying it. Par- 
ents who paid about $12 to $15 
a year for books formerly will 
now pay about $2 to $3. 

Miss Bernice Goedde, Board of 
Education president, said it is 
expected th: rental charge will 
pay for the book during the nor- 
mal three years of a book's life, 
and that there will not be any 
increased burden on the taxpayer. 

Schools already have spent 
about $22,000 buying books in 
good condition at half-price from 
students who previously had pur- 
chased them. 


AEC Report to Congress 
Says Dispersal Will 
Protect Output in 
Event of War.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31—The 
United States now is produting 
atomic weapons on a production- 
line basis, the Atomic Energy 
Commission said today in its sev- 
enth semi-annual report to Con- 
gress. 

This means, the commission 
said, that bombs are no longer be- 
ing turned out on a laboratory 
basis but according to “a system 
in which the product as well as 
the facilities, equipment and pro- 
duction techniques have been de- 
signed and engineered with a view 
to faster and more efficient pro- 
duction.” 

The program for effecting the 
changeover, announced previous- 
ly, was practically completed in 
1949, the AEC said. It added 
that the vulnerability of the 
weapons production chain’ in the, 

event of war had been reduced 
by “a strategically important dis- 
persal of facilities” and: that, in 
addition to other advantages, the 
new system will permit new de- 
velopments to be incorporated 
more rapidly in finished weapons. 

Tests Required. 

The report said alsg that de- 
velopments in weapons have been 
such that a series of full-scale 
test operations will be necessary 
at the proving, ground at Eniwe- 
tok in the Marshall islands. Sub- 
stantial improvement in the facil- 
ities at Eniwetok were made last 
year. 

The 228-payge document report- 
ed “new bench marks of, accom- 
plishment,” with new records in 
the output of fissionable material, 
a firmer basis for prospects of 
a continuing supply of uranium 
ore and advances in almost all 
fields of commission activity. The 
report said: 

“With full awareness of the de- 
ficiencies that continue to exist 
in scope and speed of operations 
and development of smooth-work- 
ing relationships throughout the

Work to Continue Until

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 
(UP)—President Truman to- 
day ordered the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission to go ahead 
with its work on the hydrogen 
super-bomb. 

The President said the de- 
velopment program would con- 
tinue ‘‘until a satisfactory 
plan for international control 


of atomic energy is achieved.”’ 

He said in a special statement 
that it is his responsibility to see 
that this country is able to defend 
itself “against any possible age 
gressor.” 

“Accordingly,” he said, “I have 
directed the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to continue its work on 
all forms of atomic weapons, in- 
one the so-called hydrogen or 

per-bomb. 

"SL ike all other work in the field 
of atomic weapons, it is being and 
will be carried forward on a basis 
consistent with the over-all ob- 
jectives of our program for peace 
and security.” 

This was Truman’s first public 
statement on the hydrogen bomb 
which in recent weeks has been 
one of Washington’s biggest is- 
sues. 

Text Given to Press. 

The text of Truman’s statement 
was handed to reporters by Press 
Secretary Charles G. Ross. 

Truman said nothing of money 
to finance H-bomb production. 
Estimates as to what it would 
cost have ranged from $100,000,- 
000 to four billion dollars. 

Whether Truman will ask Con- 
gress for additional appropria- 
tions remains to ‘be seen. But 
Congress apparently is ready to 
give him whatever he asks for 
the project. 

The President's order came two 
hours after publication of an 
Atomic Energy Commission re- 
port which disclosed that the AEC 
already has been pushing research 
into the nuclear processes which 
might be used in making a hydro- 
gen bomb. This research work 
has been carried out in large part 
at the Los Alamos bomb science 
laboratory in New Mexico; at the 
Argonne National Laboratory 
near Chicago; at the University 
of California radiation laboratory

H-Bomb Not in Report. 

The report was issued two 
hours before President Truman 
ordered the AEC to go ahead 
with development of the hydro- 
gen super-bomb, There was no 
mention of the hydrogen bomb in 
the report, nor were reporters 
able to draw any comment on this 
issue from AEC members despite 
a bombardment of questions yes- 
terday at an hour-and-a-half press 
conference. 

Several thought they saw some- 
thing significant in a _ section 
which mentioned studies on the 
transformation of a certain iso- 
tope of hydrogen into an isotope 
of helium, but Commissioner 
Henry D. Smyth, author of the 
Smyth report, said it was hoped 
merely that the experiments 
would lead to a better understand 
ing of the forces that hold a 


nucleus together. The research 
involves materials that might be 
used in a hydrogen bomb, how- 
ever. 

David Lilienthal, AEC chair- 
man, said the question was not 
simply one of deciding whether 
to try production of a hydrogen 
bomb, but that there were other 
considerations which he could not 
even state because classified in- 
formation was involved.

No Advisory Recommendation, 

The President issued his direce 
tive to press work on the hydro- 
gen bomb without waiting to get 
a final advisory recommendation 
from the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy. 

Members of the committee, 
made up ef House and Senate 
members, were reported to be di- 
vided on the question. 

A number of prominent legis- 
lators in recent days have joined 
the clamor for going ahead with 
the new weapon. Mostly, they 
argue it is necessary in order to 
get the jump on Russia. 

The Russians have created an 
atomic explosion and are believed 
to be making A-bombs similar to 
those the United States used 
against Japan. 

The feeling among those in this 
country concerned with atomic 
matters is that the Soviets are 
also very likely working toward 
construction of H-bombs. 

Within the Atomic Energy Come 
mission itself, and among some 
atomic. scientists, a divergence of 
opinion has been reported. Some 
scientists are said to feel that the 
morai implications of building an 
H-bomb are so important that 
every é@ffort should be made first 
to outlaw weapons of mass de- 
struction through agreement with 
Russia. 

But other authorities argue that 
since Russia refuses to go along 
on control of the atom bomb, it 
would be useless to talk about 
restrictions on an H-bomb that is 
only in the research stage. 5 

There have been no. official 
statements on how much more 
powerful than conventional atoms 
ic bombs the hydrogen weapon 
might be. Private scientists have 
made estimates ranging from 2 
to 1000 times as powerful. The 
more conservative scientists be- 
lieve, in view of all the technical 
factors involved, that the better 
guess would be 2 to 10 times. 

That does not mean the new 
weapon, if it can be made, would 
be that much more destructive.

“These actions affe’t interzonal 
traffic,” Kellner asserted.

Although rail traffié generally 
has been allowed to run normal- 
ly, British authorities reported the 
Russians had tightened restric- 
tions on household and personal 
goods shipped by rail.

The budget, as finally approved,

by economies.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
Secretary of Defense Johnson 
calls in his first annual report for 
America to stay powerful and 
alert until international co-opera- 
tion “is accepted by the adversar- 
jes who are now doing their -ut- 
most to destroy it.” 

He coupled this call, in the_re- 
port issued last night, with a 
warning that this country could 
be attacked “from the opposite 
hemisphere without warning and

The military strength of the 
United States, he declared, has 
much to do with discouraging a 
venture into a shooting war by 
an aggressor nation. 

He assessed this strength as the 
most formidable since the height 
of our military power in 1945. 
Elsewhere he termed the readi- 
ness of our armed forces and our 
military potential “greater today 
than in any previous peacetime 
period in our nation’s history.” 

Johnson ' urged, at another 
point, positive action “to prevent 
piecemeal aggressions, which un- 
opposed, might lead to another 
world war.” 

Johnson gave armed services 
unification some of the credit for 
Ameri¢a’s current ilitary 
strength. He also stressed defense 
co-operation in United States 
world strategy with the State De- 
partment, with which he has been 
reported at odds on occasions. 

This co-operation, he said, has 
been accomplished through the 
National Security Council “which 
brings to hear on fundamental 
problems the considered judg- 
ment of the State Department, 
the national military establish- 
ment“ and other agencies. 

Sandia Air Base. 

Johnson’s accent on power in- 


| cluded cryptic references to scien- 


tific developments. In highlight- 
ing some hitherto secret work he 
said the United States must con- 
sider “every important weapon 
and combination of weapons 
which might be used against it.” 

The report disclosed that the 
mystery base at Sandia, N. Mex., 
assembles atomic bombs and 
teaches selected men how to use 


them. 

Sandia is a joint Army-Navy-. 
Air Force project near Albuquer- 
que, the report added, that alsé 
gives technical advice and assist- 
ance “for preparation of atomic 
warfare.” 

With the exception of the foot- 
note reference to the Russian A- 
bomb announcement by President 
Truman last September, Johnson’s 
report covers the fiscal year 
which ended last June 30. Thus 
reports on expenditures, military 
strength and other factors are out- 
dated by subsequently published 
information. 

The report also contained the 
reports of the three armed forces 
made by Secretary of the Army 
Gray, Secretary of the Navy Mat- 
thews and Secretary of the Air 
Force Symington. This in itself, 
Johnson claimed, was an “example 
of unification.” 


“Honest Differences.” 

Without discussing details of 
the quarrel which broke out last 
spring and still goes on between 
some navy admirals and the De- 
fense Department and Air Force, 
Johnson asserted: 

“I do not discount the damage 
done to unification of the Armed 
Forces by interservice controver- 
sies. At the same time, I believe 
that the extent of these conflicts 
has been exaggerated. I further 
believe that preponderant num- 
bers in all the services appreciate 
the need for unification, and, in 
actuality, unification of the 
Armed Forces is an accomplished 
—_ today in Many areas of activ- 

y.” 

Then, in obvious reference to 
such incidents as the wrangle 
over the Air Force’s B-36 bomber 
and the Navy’s role in the na- 
tional defense picture which re- 
sulted in the ouster of Admiral 
Louis Denfeld as chief of naval 
operations, Johnson wrote: 

“Honest differences of view- 
point exist among competent 
officers as to the part each serv- 
ice should have in the defense of 
the nation. They have a right to 
be heard and to have their views 
carefully weighed. But when the 
decision is made we have a right 
to expect that it will be carried 
out ungrudgingly.” 

These decisions are based on 

re endations of the joint 
chiefs of staff, which includes 
commanders of the three Armed 
Forces, under the chairmanship 
of Gen. Omar Bradley. 

Here Johnson made it evident 
he believes the traditional unani- 
mous agreement by the joint 
chiefs no longer is necessary. 
Speaking of his decisions to can- 
cel construction of the supercar- 
rier United States, a $188,000,000 
65,000-ton flattop, Johnson said: 


“The joint chiefs did not reach 
unanimous agreement, but the 
majority favored abandonment of 
the project.” (Denfeld then was a 
member of the joint chiefs.

The suit alleges that from 1943 
through Nov. *1, 1946, when the 
railway was returned to private 
ownership, Fitzgerald, Traer, 
Whitney and the others co-oper- 
ated in buying bonds of the bank- 
rupt railway. Face value of these 
purchases was listed as $8,000,- 
000. Total cost to the defend- 
ants was*not given. 

Included in purchases, however, 
was a series of the railway’s 
bonds with a face value of $2,- 
722,000 which, the petition said, 
were obtained by the defendants 
from Reconstruction Finance 
Corp., at a cost. of but $900,000 
in cash. 


Dominant Influence. 

Furthermore, the petition said, 
the total purchases by Fitzgerald 
and his group gave them “domi- 
nant power and influence” in re- 
organization of the railway. It 
alleges they later used this in- 
fluence to promote purchase of

had obtained control of nearly 
all the voting stock of Shore

NEW YORK, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
Television, which has been doing 
pretty well with puppets and 
wrestlers, comics and dramatic 
actors, now wants to turn its 
camera on the boss. 

The idea is to get the boss 
geen as well as heard—by his 
salesmen and dealers, by his em- 
ployes, and by his stockholders. 
By seeking clients in business and 
industry, television hopes to turn 
a penny from management’s new 
preoccupation with its relations— 
employe-relations, stockholder- 
relations, and customer-or dealer- 
relations. 

In the factory itself there are 
_two types: 1. Television hookups 
permit the boss to address em- 
ployes in a machine-side chat. 2. 
Or, the reverse, the supervisor 
looks down the line, without being 
seen, and finds out just what's 
happening at remote corners of 
the mill. ; 

In the national field—linking 
branch factory groups, salesmen 
in distant cities, or stockholders 
assembled around the land—Du 
Mont television network an- 
nounces it.is offering one big 
private television hookup, with 
all hands both seeing and hearing 
all that goes on. This could re- 
place some sales conventions al- 
together, or supplement others by 
reaching those unable to attend 
the central gathering. 

The closed circuit television 
hook-up for business meetings 
was given a one-shot try nearly 
a year ago, when Canada Dry 
officials were seen and heard over 
an eight-city American Broad- 
casting Co. hookup by their deal- 
ers and salesmen.

HE papers say that Fred 

Saigh thinks his St. Louis 

Cardinals have zdded more 
strength this winter than any 
bther National League team and 
will run with the leaders in a 
five-club race involving the 
Dodgers, Giants, Braves and 
Phillies. 

He could, of course, be right. 
At any rate, this energetic lit- 
tle man already has attained 
such statue in baseball that his 
opinions have some weight. Al!- 
though he is the Johnny-come 
Jateliest of National League 
owners, he was clearly entitled 
to an award as baseball’s “most 
valuable” in 1949. First he 
bought Bob Hannegan out of 
the Cardinals and then he 
bought baseball out of the law 
courts. It was he who furnished 
jobs for Danny Gardella and 
the others who were suing the 
game for its life. 

However, there is a strong 
suspicion here that Mr. Saigh 
and the Cardinals are going to 
make the unhappy discovery 
that 1950 is later than they 
think. The time for them to 
win the pennant was 1949. 

Indeed, they did have it won 
with only the last week of the 
season remaining, and then they 
tossed it away. Now they are a 
year older. Contrary to popu- 
lar belief, the postman doesn’t 
always ring twice. 


Taking Much for Granted. 


T this too early season of 

the year, one can’t help 

feeling that the St. Louts 
owner is taking a great deal for 
granted when he forecasts a 
successful summer for his em- 
ployes. He is placing great de- 
pendence on the blowout 
patches that festoon the team 
Eddie Dyer calls “‘my vulcan- 
ized ball club.” 

Last spring in St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., a fellow was telling 
the Cardinals’ manager why he 
didn’t believe St. Louis could 
win. It was not reasonable to 
assume that aging players with 
such long medical histories as 
Whitey Kurowski, Marty Mar- 
ion, Red Schoendienst, Howie 
Pollet and Country Slaughter 
had could survive a tough race 
without coming unstuck. 

And when the seams began 
to part, where would Dyer find 
replacements? The St. Louis 
farm system had not produced 
a top-drawer outfielder since 
Stan Musial, a first-class in- 
fielder since Schoendienst, a 
ranking catcher since Walker 
Cooper. 

“We have a few bright spots,” 
Dyer replied, “Pollet looks like 
himself again. Ron Northey has 
taken off twenty-five pounds; 
last year I wanted him in there 
for his power but I turned pale 
every time a ball was hit to 
him in the field. Some of 
these young fellows — well, 
they may not be ready, but 
I'm going to fight to keep them 
on my club.” 

But Dyer, who tries not to 
kid himself. was inclined to 
agree the prospects were dim. 
He must have been as _ sur- 
prised as anyone else that his 
cripples and rookies did so 
well, racing the Dodgers right 
down to nightfall on the last 
day of the season. 


Then the Fun Began.

Kurowski, hit well but 

looked—on the occasions 
when he showed here—like a 
bit of a butcher at third base. 
Then he broke an ankle, from 
which an inch of bone has 
been removed _ subsequently.

take charge at third. 

Nippy Jones, his employer 
says, has mnde a “miraculous 
recovery” after an operation on 
his spine. With an ailment of 
that sort, how miraculous can 
vou get? The leading authority 
on this susject is Charley Kel- 
ler. Possibly Jones can play 
first, but even at his best he 
was seldom confused with 
either Hal Chase or Johnny 
Mize.

Bob Hannegan, back from a 
tour of the farms, was talking 
about him.

Russia Takes Initiative. 


Moscow, by formally backing 
the Ho Chi-minh forces that have 
waged effective guerrilla warfare 
for three years, has takeh the 
diplomatie initiative and certainly 
has caught the French flatfooted. 
It remains to be seen how the 
United States Government and 
Britain will react. 

The issues in Indochina are not 
as clearcut as they were in Greece, 
whose non-Communist govern- 
ment finally seems to have sub- 
- dued the Red-led rebellion there. 
The fighting that has been raging 
in Indochina is not properly called 
a civil war in the sense that 
brother is pitted against brother. 
The situation is more akin to that 
existing in Indonesia before the 
Dutch agreed to an independent 
republic. 

France is a foreign power, an 
occupying power, to most of the 
Indochinese. The fighting is 
largely Indochinese against 
French, whereas in the Mediter- 
ranean it was mostly Greek 
against Greek. 

But if world Communism 
chooses to try to make Indochina 
the break-through point into 
southeast Asia, the situation is 
much like the attempt to extend 
Communism into the _ strategic 
Mediterranean. 

If Russian-backed Communists 
try to extend diplomacy into 
armed intervention, Indochina 
may become a powderkeg whose 
explosion would shake the entire | 
Orient. 

Blunders by French. 

The political background in 
Indochina has shown much 
French fumbling. Three years 
ago France. recognized the Na- 
tionalist government of the same 
Moscow-trained Ho Chi-minh who 
has just received Moscow's bless- 
ing. Ho apparently demanded too 
much for the Frénch to grant and 
fighting resulted. 

Three years ago France encour- 
aged Bao Dai to abdicate as em- 
peror of Annam, one of the Indo- 
chinese states, because he held 
that post under the Japanese oc- 
cupation. France today has put 
him back as head of the French- 
supported Viet Nam state. 

Prior to Moscow’s sudden rec- 
ognition of Ho Chi-minh, both the 
United States and Britain indi- 
cated plainly they were ready to) 
accede to French urging to recog- | 
nize Bao Dai’s government, which | 
was granted a degree of auton-| 
omy within the French Union.

France recognized Ho Chi-minh 
March 7, 1946. The deal fell 
through in Paris that same sum- 
mer. In December war broke out 
in Hanoi. After two years of 
fighting without result France set 
up the.pro-French government in 
May 1948, under Brig. Gen. 
Nguyen Van Xuan and gave it 
official French recognition. 

When this government proved 
it had no prestige in the area, 
France summoned Bao Dai to 
Paris from his exile on the 
Riviera. The pudgy 36-year-old 
Annamite was then being called 
by the French the “night club 
emperor.” 

Bao Dai was persuaded to go 
back last year as chief of the 
Viet Nam government with vague- 
ly defined powers. The French 
frankly hoped that Bao Dai would 
wean away large numbers of Ho 
Chi-minh’s followers. 

Partial Self-Rule. 

Bao Dai refused to go back 
empty handed and the French re- 
cently awarded Viet Nam partial 
self-rule, giving the Indochinese 


service and promising them low- 
level diplomatic relations with 
neighboring states. 

Ho Chi-minh once had the firm 
backing of the Socialist party in 
France and of a sizeable portion 
of independent public opinion. 
However, the Communists in 
France have in a sense “killed 
him with kindness.” | 

The Communists have given Ho 
Chi-minh their full backing and 
at present have been waging a 
bitter campaign among French 
labor to block arms shipments to 
Indochina. A large segment: of 
non-Communist French opinion 
has branded this move as “trea- 
son.”

Not Good Enough - 


By this time the St. Louis County Charter 
Contmission ought to know that its first draft of 
a home rule charter is not good enough. During 
the final public hearings, one speaker contended | 
that “ cally everyone in this room will sup- 
port the charter as written.” The answer was a 
chorus of “No.” 

The worst feature of the draft charter is its 
bald cepy of the county’s present cumbersome 
system of elected offices. Spokesmen for civic 
groups raised this point time and again. 

There are so many elected county officers that 
they confuse the voter, divide responsibility in 
the county government and operate independent 
little political realms. In defense of all this, the 
commission heard a good deal of absurdity. The 
main argument was that it’s the “American way” 
to elect representatives. 

This is silly. Most of the county’s elected of- 
ficers are not representatives. They are admin- 
istrators. Their fobs require technical ability, 
not political connections, and if they ought to be 
elected, so should the dog catcher. 

The Leagues of Women Voters proposed a re- 
view of these offices, specifically suggesting 
appointment of the highway engineer. The Mis- 
souri Association for Social Welfare advised 
eventual appointment of the highway engineer, 
public administrator, prosecuting attorney and 
recorder of deeds. And the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce suggested making 20 offices ap- 
pointive. 

Under the proposed charter, the county would 
elect an executive and a legislative council. This 
might be called the American way. But to go on 
from there afid elect executive assistants and 
bureau chiefs is a little like electing the United 
States ‘Attorney General or Public Roads 
Administrator. lf the county supervisor cannot 
even choose most of his department beads, 


we ask again: What will the supervisor super- 


vise? 

The draft charter not only retains all 28 
elected officers; it would add five. And though 
it would create a merit system for four depart- 
ments, it would leave the political jobholders as 
free as ever to play with patronage. 

This represents an irresponsible, confused and 
expensive scheme of: government. Yet one mem- 
ber of the Charter Commission said the group 
did not wish to be “revolutionary.” What con- 
stitutes a revolution in St. Louis county? Any- 
thing that interferes with vested political 
interests? . 

It is time the commission considered the peo- 
ple who must vote for this charter. In one of 
the few instances of enthusiasm at the public 
hearings, there was an outburst of applause 
when a speaker said: 

The people want a real change, not just a 
warmed up version of what we already have. 
We are entitled to the best and that’s what 
we want! 

If the voters are to get what they want, the 
charter will have to be altered. Some of the 
county’s purely political jobs must go.

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Oiling Up Washington 
The social life of the nation’s capital, as re- 
corded by that apparently indefatigable party- 


goer Elise*Morrow, seems to have a dash and - 


flavor all its own. And well it should, for it 
takes far more than an ordinary party to com- 
pensate for all those reports, statistics, delega- 
tions and long-winded speeches which make up 
the Washington working day. 

In a week which was spiced by functions of 
various sorts given by the Brazilian Ambassador, 
and Mrs. Joseph 
Davies and Senator and Mrs. Millard E. Tydings, 
horiors went to a bunch of outlanders, a covey 
of Oklahoma politicians and oil men who turned’ 
up to throw a party just for the devil of it, or so 
Miss Morrow would have us believe.

The old acrid fumes and the. new puffs of 
smoke occasionally arising from the Army-Navy- 
Air Force row of last summer are showing signs 
of subsiding.

The new Chief of Naval Operations, Adm. 
Forrest Sherman, has expressed his views on 
future Navy policies and missions in Pegasus, an 
aviation trade publication.

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An Obligation Repudiated 

The directors of the Citizens’ Road Association

Apparently they have done so on the theory 
that it is better to provide an increase in high- 
way funds under a dubious plan than to forego 
the increase.

Missouri is not confronted by a choice 
between the Smith plan on the one hand and, 
on the other, no additional road funds at all. 

There is no good reason why the Legislature

make the best of a bad thing. The bad thing can 
and should be rejected, and a good thing 
adopted in its stead. 

Had the Citizens’ Committee not joined in the 
current effort to sink the highway system into 
ne mire of boodle politics, it could have been an 
effective force for the adoption of a satisfactory 
plan. The committee won a cohsiderable measure 
of prestige by its stands in the past, but by the 
stand it has now taken it has opened its future 
recommendations to serious questioning. 

In effect, it has made the same mistake that 
the Highway Commission made ,when it turned 
on its fine reputation and gave its sanction to 
the Governor’s scheme for making the highway 
department part and parcel of his patronage 
machine. On its record, the Citizens’ Road Com- 
mittee had an obligation to fight this grab. By 
falling in with it, the committee has not only 
destroyed its present usefulness, but has also 
drawn a big question mark across its future.

East St. Louis required 85 years to erase the 
color line in its public schools: What had long 
seemed impossible suddenly became possible. 
Not only that, the end of racial segregatjon pro- 
duced no demonstrations or mass truancy. It 
was decisive but peaceful. And this represents 
wise use of the law, good police work, and pub- 
lic restraint. 

Segregation was abandoned after the State 
threatened to cut off $678,000 in school aid 


‘funds. Illinois has had an anti-segregation law 


for decades, but practical enforcement. of. it 
waited until the Legislature finally denied state 
funds to segregated schools. This proved to be 
the ultimate in persuasion. . 

Yet law alone does not explain why it was 
possible to abolish an injustice after 85 years, 
and not sooner. All those years served to prove 
that prejudice is the exact opposite of education. 
It is expensive, useless and dangerous—just as 
dangerous as the bullets that killed in the race 
riot of 1917.

A Tax Reckoning Is Coming!

There’s a cloud on the horizon of a lot 
of “not for profit” institutions and 
churches in this country, and it’s growing. 
The cloud is a mounting public resentment 
against the increasing taxes which ordi- 
nary citizens must pay because so much 
real estate and such large amounts of busi- 
ness income and profits are tax exempt. 


A few years ago tax exemption for re- 
ligious, educational and charitable institu- 
tions was taken for granted. If there was 
a little grumbling now and then, it was 
brushed off as the mumbling of congeni- 
tally disgruntled or freakish individuals. 


But the conspiracy of silence is breaking 
down. On Nov. 8, for instance, the influ- 
ential Milwaukee Journal printed an edi- 
torial, “Tax Exemptions Out of Hand.” 


‘The day of reckoning is coming. Taxes 
are going up and up and up. In the re- 
markable address Herbert Hoover made to 
the nation on his severity-fifth birthday— 
reprinted in part by Reader’s Digest—it is 
pointed out that the “average working 
citizen” is already working 61 days a year 
to pay his taxes, and that if welfare and 
other legislation now pending is enacted 
he will soon be working 81 days. . 


This, if holidays, Sundays and average- 
length vacations are taken into account, 
means that he will work about one week 
out of every month just to pay his taxes! 


Warning for Churches 


In the light of this state of affairs it is 
about as sure as any hyman reaction can 
be that before long there will be a national 
demand that all forms of tax exemption be 
subjected to scrutiny, and that enough of 
them be eliminated to take some of this 
pyramiding tax burden off the shoulders 
of the sweating citizen. 


The churches had better be giving seri- 
ous thought to this prospect, for they will 
be one of the most conspicuous tax-exempt 
targets, once the. drumfire of criticism 
starts. In mahy American cities, they have 
taken millions in property off the tax 
rolls. Norman S. Ream, in his article in 
our Novemher 9 issue, showed that in Mil- 
waukee religious and fraternal organiza- 
tions own about one-sixteenth of all the 
property. Their tax exemption deprives 
the city of $2,500,000 in revenue. John Q. 
Citizen has to dig into his pocket to make 
up that sum. 


What is true in Milwaukee is true in 
practically every city. There are cities, as 
a matter of fact, in which the property 
holdings of churches are proportionately 
much larger than in Milwaukee. Washing- 
ton must be one of these. How in the 
world the citizens of Washington can keep 
a modern municipality going with all the 
property that is now tax exempt because 
it is owned by the Government, by 
churches, by foundations and by similar 
a organizations, we simply do not 

ow.

they may even feel a profound antipathy. 

From time to time we have reverted to 
this issue, but never with much hope that 
anything would be done. Churches are 
seldom any more eager to divest them- 
selves of special privileges—save at the 
point of a legislative gun—than are mil- 
lionaires or monopolistic corporations. (Or 
labor unions or co-ops or foundations for 
the breeding of tails on Manx cats.) 


American churches feel and act about 
their tax exemptions much as European 
state churches feel and act about their 
government subsidies. When The Chris- 
tia Century first opened up on this sub- 
ject, it was with the expectation that it 
would be a long time before anything 
“gave.” Well, we are reducing our time 
schedule of expectation. We now think 
something is going to give ‘fairly soon, and 
if the churches don’t voluntarily announce 
their readiness to restudy and readjust 
the whole tax issue, then resentful tax- 
payers will force them to do so. 


Education and Noodles 


Colleges, in particular, are bringing this 
day of reckoning closer. More and more 
of their funds are being invested in com- 
mon stocks, and many of them are acquir- 
ing entire corporations with a view to 
running on the profits. The American 
Council for Education reports that 40 per 
cent of all college endowments are now in- 
vested in such private enterprises; the 
ratio has doubled since the war. 


A noodle company is suing the Govern- 
ment to stop it from collecting taxes on 
its profits because the company is owned 
by New York University. The Govern- 
ment contends, according to Time, that 
making noodles is not “charitable, scien- 
tific, literary or educational,” and hence 
should not be a tax-exempt operation. But 
if the Government loses the case, the 
floodgates will be opened for more of that 
sort of escape from civic responsibilities. 


The Government so far has not even 
challenged the “sell and lease-back” real 
estate transactions by which universities 
and colleges have acquired great stores 
and business buildings to bring them in 
large tax-exempt incomes while taking that 
much more property off the tax rolls. 


Peril of Privilege 


There are many ramifications to these 


what is happening and where ft may lead. 
The churches should be the first members 
of our communities to sense the growth of 
such abuses, particularly in the instances 
where they or their related institutions are 
the beneficiaries of the special privileges 
involved. 


But if they don't, or if they refuse to

Between Book Ends 


Introduction to Modern Poets 
PLEASURE DOME: ON READING MODERN POETRY, 

by Lioyd Frankenberg. (Houghton-Miffiin, 372 pgs., 

$3.50.) 

Five poets are here discussed in detail— 
James Stephens, T. S. Eliot, Marianne 
Moore, E. E. Cummings, Wallace Stevens 
~—and seven others are more briefly treat- 


ed—Ezra Pound, William Carlos Williams,- 


Ogden Nash, W. H,. Auden, Dylan Thomas, 
Robert Lowell and Elizabeth Bishop. The 
selection of poets is intended to be typical 
rather than critically final and the pur- 
pose is, in Frankenberg’s words, “to pro- 
vide a bridge to modern poetry for readers, 
tike myself, brought up on prose.” A 
brief introduction persuasively argues that 
from the combination of sounds, recorded 
experience, verbal association, symbol and 
emotional reaction, 
modern poetry de- 
velops clarity of 
meaning (which is 
not necessarily ob- 
viousness or ease) 
and a powerful im- 
pression of imme- 
diacy. 

The trouble with 
modern poetry, 
Frankenberg says, is 
precisely the trouble 
that has always pre- 
vented the contem- 
porary acceptance of 
new poetry, not anv- 
thing wrong with the 
poetry, only the incapacity. of the reader. 
New forms, new subjects, new asseciation- 
al and symbolic overtones are inevitably 
incomprehensible to all except the most 
willing, most energetic, and most sensitive 
of readers. Only as these innovating read- 
ers transmit their skill and their enthusi- 
asm do the waves of acceptance start 
spreading. 

This is all very true, and should give 
pause to anyone (particularly teachers. be- 
cause of their central position) who feels 
inclined to dismiss any current poet or 
poem for any reason: But what of Frank-

enberg’s advocacy of these 12 poets? Does: 


he send the reader hot-footing to the near- 
est copy of Eliot’s “Wasteland,” or Cum- 
mings’s “1x1”? 

The answer, unfortunately, is neither 
Yes nor No. Frankenberg’s discussions. 
particularly of Stephens and Eliot, are of 
more interest to those already familiar 
with modern poetry .than to those whose 
experience has been a series of discourag- 
ing failures to get much out of it. But 
he does arousé a general sort of inter- 
est in the theories and ideas of these poets; 
so that his book is neither dull nor use- 
less, even to a casual reader. It should

Dr. Leonard S. Fosdick report- 
ed his findings in the Journal 
of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. The report was based on a 
study of tooth decay among 946 
students at Simpson College, Uni- 
versity of Louisville, and Drake, 
Emory and Northwestern univer- 
sities. 

Fosdick said the tests show that 
the type of toothpaste used is of 
less importance than the time’ at 
which the teeth are brushed. He 
said the results show that the 
time-honored American practice 
of brushing the teeth on arising in 
the morning and retiring at night 
is wrong. 

In the tests conducted at the 
schools, he reported, 523 students 
brushed their teeth with a neu- 
tral toothpaste 10 minutes after 
eating. When that was impos- 
sible they rinsed their mouths 
with water. 

The other 423 students served 
as a “control group” and contin- 


ued their normal habits, most ci. 


them brushing their teeth in the 
morning and at night. 


At the end of the second year. | 


the experimental group had 60 
per cent fewer cavities than the 
control group, Fosdick said. He 
_gaid the results support the theory 
that tooth decay is started by an 
acid formed in the mouth from 
fermentable carbohydrates such 


as sugar.

Such “farmers” 
made profits of $250,000 a year 
or more. To end this non- 
sense, Brannan proposed to put 
a ceiling value of $25,000 on 
the crops that would be elig- 
ible for subsidy from any one 
farm. This aroused natural 
indignation. 

The other really impelling ob- 
jection to the Brannan plan is 
the increase of Government con- 
trols over farmers. But even the 
most conservative Republicans in 
Congress now accept the rule 
that our farmers must be guaran- 
teed profits. If the farmers are 
to be guaranteed profits, but not 
controlled, the temptation will be 
irresistible to increase output un- 
til there is a hopeless glut of 
every crop, and the whole sys- 
tem collapses in chaos. In short, 
firm farm controls are the es- 
sential price of guaranteed farm 
If controls are to be 
honestly attacked, subsidies must 
be attacked, too. 

From all this a conclusion per- 
haps arises. The real danger of 
state planning in the American 
society lies less in the fallibility 
of the planners, than in the pow- 
er of special interests in the 
Congress, and in the widespread 
belief that you can have your 
cake and eat it, too.

Such informa- 
tion, they claim, helps their 
business rivals to beat them out 
of future contracts. Thus an 
American correspondent is com- 
pelled to go to foreign sources to 
discover how much business any 
concern in the United States is 
having financed by the United 
States Treasury under the Mar- 
shall Plan. 

This odd modesty on the part 
of industrialists may be respon- 
sible for the fact that so many 
people who are making money 
out of the Marshall Plan via such 
concerns as Westinghouse or Gen- 
eral Electric are among the most 
bitter opponents of “financing a 
lot of European loafers.” 

Ultimately “procurement fig- 
ures” are published by the United

Like when you've 
got an early morning train to catch after a one- 
night stand at Cedar Rapids and there’s no cab 
and no porter. “Now Harvey would have car- 
ried all the bags for Elwood,” Dunn says. “Would 
have saved him quite a bit of money in the long

UNLIKE THE HAPPY Mr. Dowd, Dunn doesn’t 
touch anything stronger than root beer. And 
yet he, too, has managed to shut at least one 
eye to harsh reality on occasion. Take the time 
when he was hired to star in the movie “Bad 
Girl,” a sensation of 1931 and his first screen 
role. 

“Another fellow and I had just come off ‘Sweet 
Adeline,’ a musical,’ he remembers. “We were 
broke but we had a gorgeous wardrobe. There 
were two of us in the hotel room but only one 
could go out at a time. We were scared that if 
we both left they’d lock us out. Well, we had to 
sell our $150 suits for $2 and pretty soon we 
were really dead broke. 

“Then Fox gave me a test and I was asked 
how much I wanted to go to Hollywood. I said 
$750 a week. We haggled a while and pretty 
soon I was down to $450 and the Fox man was up 
to $125. I turned to go, but he called me back. 
If he hadn't I think I'd have collapsed right out- 
side the door. It'd been three days since I had

WITH A CONTRACT (at $400 a week) in his 
pocket, Dunn next acquired fame as the “I.0.U.

“I like to make a 
lot and spend a lot but I believe in saving some 
for friends when they need it. I never give 
money to strangers.” 

Dunn, who has starred in several Shirley Tem- 
ple pictures And played for two years in “Pana- 
ma Hatti¢,” laughs off any suggestion that he’s 
superstitious. But if you ask him for unusual 
incidents of his 19-year acting career he'll im- 
mediately volunteer how he got the academy 
award for the lead role in “A Tree Grows in 
Brooklyn.” “I didn’t know whether I'd make 
it,” he says, “but they sent me tickets for the 
presentation ceremony. I got my ‘Oscar’ and 
sure enough it turns out I was sitting in the 
seventh row and it was the seventh month of 
the year and my wedding anniversary, too. Fun- 
ny thing, but I didn’t even notice it till after- 


wards.”

“Dr. Crane, I hope you'll not think Joan and Bob 
act like this all the time,” her mother explained in some

She referred to a free-for-all bat- 
tle then taking place between Joan 
and her brother, who is 9. Bob 
was pulling her pigtails, while she 
was pulling his hair with both 
hands. 

What started the quarrel is im- 
material. Such battles arise fre- 
quently whenever children are to- 
gether. But Joan’s mother need 
not have apologized to me, for I 
have five youngsters who get into 
verbal and sometimes physical conflicts quite often.

JOAN’S MOTHER SHOULD really have sat back and 
smiled gratefully to see her youngsters quarrel! 

That statement may sound like heresy to many of you 
parents, but it is true. For without quarrels in childhood, 
your children are less likely to learn to respect the rights 
and opinions of others. They cannot grind eff the jagged 
edges of their selfish, grandstanding personalities except upon 
the emery wheel of social contact. 

When two pieces of metal rub together, friction ensues 
and sparks fly. Similarly, when two children rub elbows 
constantly, there is bound to be social friction. 

If there isn't, then you can suspect anemia, illness or some 
other dire cause for their “Little Lord Fauntleroy” behavior. 
It is not natural for children to be meek, self-effacing persons.

WO children in a household 
T can give their mother plenty 

to do and if she does not know 
how to manage them intelligently, 
they will give her more than she 
can do. In such a situation, a 
mother sometimes screams and 
shouts and slaps and spanks, al- 
though without avail. 


To manage little children wisely 
the mother, teacher or nurse has 
to be able to control herself. Self- 
control comes first. No child is 
going to respond to a screaming, 
shouting, spanking person. They 
fight for “their own protection, 
they resist with might and main, 
as nature teaches them to do. 


Fighting, resisting and rebelling 
is hard on children. It wears them 
out very soon and they become 
more irritable, more rebellious 
with the passing days. A fatigued 
child is never easy to control be- 
cause he has no reserve force with 
which to control himself. Impa- 
tient, angry people cannot hope 
to help weary children. The evil 
just goes round and round. 


The best way out of this is to 
seek calm. Stay away from the 
children, don’t look at them, don’t 
listen to their noise, don’t attend 
to what they are doing, Let some- 
one else who does not feel so 
close and so responsible, handle 
them until you get control of 
yourself and can see the problem 
in the proper light. After all, 
children must be childish. That is 
a state of nature and a heaithy 
state for a child to be in. 


Once self-control is established, 
remember to maintain it. Don’t 
get so close to children that you 
see everything they do, feel every 
thought that flits through their 
minds. Thought and action follow 
each other as swiftly as the 
clouds and shadows flit across 
the spring sky. The child’s mood 
changes as swiftly and often 
means as little. Let children alone 
until some such major need as 
hunger, uncleanliness, loneliness 
or danger demands your attention, 
and then give it without excite- 
ment, anger or impatience. 


Any indication of a lack of self- 
control in an adult puts a strain 
on children and makes them tire 
quickly. Weary children are dif- 
ficult to manage. Save them, and 
before all else, save yourself.

é6 OUCH” football is un-

That is one reason why it is a 
mistake to protect the defensive 
side by the entirely unofficial 
“house rule” whereby, in some 
games, a discard of a card which 
matches the opponents’ completed

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Interior Wood Trim. 


OR’ weeks now we have een 
F reaaing various articles on how 

good things were back in 1900. 
Well they must have been darn 
good becausé if they weren't, no 
one could have put up for ten 
minutes with that dark wood trim 
that was the fashion in homes 
of that day. 

Dark woodwork depresses us 
something awful. It gets us so 
bad in fact that we are even 
willing to do a little work just 
to brighten it up. First of all we 
go to work on it with some sand- 
paper and a scraper or «ven some 
liquid varnish remover if we don’t 
feel too ambitious. When all that 
dark varnish has been removed 
we “can see what’s what. If the 
wood ‘is still too dark we might 
try to brighten it up just a bit 
by a little more sanding. This is 
assuming that the wood was 
stained. If the wood was just 


naturally dark to begin with, and 
a lot of it is, then we have to 
use a bleach. A good grade com- 
mercial bleach that you get at 
paint or hardware stores is easy 
enough to apply and will work 
just fine. Now that we have the 
wood a nice light shade we have 
to be careful not to fool around 
and make it dark again. If a stain 
is going to be used, we use a verv 
light one and for a finish we se- 
lect a nice clear varnish, white 
shellac or a transparent wood fill. 


The item you'll need to attach 
anything firmly to a wall of hol- 
low masonry is a toggle bolt. You

Mary Anderson, founder of the Women’s Bureau in the United 
States Department of Labor, issued Ten Commandments for 
women seeking or holding jobs. Read them and see if they 
don't apply to the wife as well, in most instances. (For 
“women” read “wives” and you'll have good advice, Mrs. Y.) 

1. Don’t have an inferiority complex because you are a 
woman, and don’t wish you were a man. 

2. Don’t underestimate the special and vaiuable contribu- 
tions women have to make to our civilization. 

3. Don’t be aggressive as to women’s rights. You will do 
more to promote women’s progress by being sane and sound in 
your approach. 

4. Fit yourself for your job and keep fit while on the job. 
(Your job just now is to be a home*maker.) 

5. Be a good sport at work as well as play. Being too sen- 
sitive in regard to yourself gets you nowhere but into difficulty. 

6. Take your job seriously but don’t take yourself too 
seriously on the job. 

7. Don’t expect to receive favors because you're a woman 
but be ready to give service because you're a worker. (As a 
wife, of course, it's an advantage to be a woman!) 

8. Know when to compromise. Often such action is proof 
of strength rather than weakness. (Write that down, Mrs. Y. 
Lots of wives need it.) 

9. Remember if you take a job regarded as a man’s to be 
@ success you must do it better than a man. 

10. Do your job better and better every day in every 
way—this is the true secret of success.

Prosecutor With a Real Sense of Humor — 


‘Big Tom' Murphy, Who Prosecuted

NEW YORK, Jan. 31. 
HOMAS F. MURPHY has 
gained national attention as 
the grim prosecutor and re- 
lentless cross-examiner who ob- 
tained the conviction of Alger 
Hiss for perjury by his courtroom 
brilliance, but to his associates 
in the United States Attorney’s 
office here, he is “Big Tom,” the 
star of the office softball team 
and the life of any party. 

His fun-loving disposition and 
keen humor are successfully con- 
cealed for official purposes by 
an impressive 6 foot 4 inch, 245- 
pound frame and a serious, placid 
countenance, highlighted by 
heavy, highly-arched eyebrows 
and a luxuriant guardsman’s mus- 
tache, dark brown in color to 
match a heavy, carefully combed 
crop of hair. His plump cheeks 
are ruddily healthy. 

The lifted eyebrows lend him 
a perpetual expression of skepti- 
cism, no doubt disconcerting to 
witness who might offer some- 
thing less than the whole truth 
to his questions. His massive fea- 
tures and handle-bar mustache 
give him a remarkable resem- 
blance at 44 years of age, size 
and all, to pictures of the late 
John L: Sullivan at his prize- 
fighting prime. 

As a matter of fact, Murphy 
contemplated an athletic career 
until a football injury early in 
his sophomore year at George- 
town University ended conflict 
between that aspiration and the 
law. His brother, John J. Murphy, 
a Fordham University. graduate, 
was the Joe Page of his day as 
relief pitcher for the New York 
Yankees until about 1932. Brother 
John now directs ,the minor 
league farms of the Boston Red 
Sox. 

The imposing, unsmiling trial- 
court manner of Assistant United 
States Attorney Murphy is not 
carried beyond the courtroom. He 
is celebrated as a raconteur by 
his fellow workers who regularly 
drop by his office to hear Mur- 


phy’s newest story recounted in: 


the same rich, “Asleep-in-the- 
Deep” bass that impresses jurors. 

Murphy is known as a quick 
man with a comeback, but his 
favorite story concerns an inci- 
dent when he found himself un-

persuasive manner with jurors. 
In both Hiss trials, Murphy's sum- 
mations were praised in glowing 
terms by observers.

able to reply to a jibe. With 
some colleagues, he occupied a 
ring-side table one evening at a 
night club.

When Murphy 
rose to his towering height, the 
entertainer shouted: “Sit down, 
you bum,” to the delight of the 
audience.

South answered the opening two 
no-trump bid with three clubs, not 
as an artificial response, but as 
a logical implication that North 
would show a four-card major suit 
if he had one. 

The bidding developed nicely 
after South made the three-club 
call, but South nevertheless “quit” 
at the five level, feeling that he 
had bid enough. 

West opened the diamond 10. 
South let this come around to his 
own king—he could finesse later 
if he wanted to—and then cashed 
the top clubs in dummy. East's 
showing out was annoying, but 
South did not yet know what a fix 
he was in! He soon found out, 
however! When he led a third 
trump to his queen and returned 
a diamond, playing dummy’s ace 
(because he now felt sure the 
queen was offside), then put East 
in with a diamond. Esst led the 
fourth diamond, and West could 
over-ruff the dummy. The spade 
ace defeated the conservative con- 
tract. 

The hand could have been made 
in more than one way, but per- 
haps the easiest was to lead a 
spade toward the king before 
touching trumps. Even if the 
spade ace had been wrong, South 
then could have ruffed dummy’s 
low spade with a low trump, 
drawn trumps by means of his 
own queen-jack and dummy’s ace- 
king, and eventually surrendered 
a diamond trick. In fact, South 
had to go out of his way to lose 
more than one spade and one 
diamond!
